It Grew Flat.

Mnjor J. H. Smith, of the 19th U. S. 


Infantry, whose post of duty is nt Fort 
Brown, Texas, yesterday brought to the 
REPUBLICAN office a peculiar specimen of 
Osage orange hedge as it grew upon the 
Smith farm of 640 acres, in the north edge 
of Hickory Point township. There are 
about nine miles of this hedge on the 
Smith farm, which is managed by Mrs. 
Haverty, a ad the stalks are all round,with 
the exception of the specimen before us. 
It .is one of abnormal growth, forming a 
wide blade, becoming gradually broader 
as it reaches the top, and -why it grew in 
this manner is beyond the comprehension 
of Major Smith. The top is covered with 
n hydra-headed bunch of leaves or blos- 
soms ami in every respect is a queer-look- 
ing thing as compared to the natural 
Osage hedge.

JUDGE bMITH'S DECISION. 


Declaring toie ' Illinois State Marrlare 


Association Simply an Insu ranee 


Company 


From *(i(ur)wi/« Daily 


The arguments in the qvo warrant o 


proceeding against "The Illinois Marriage 
Association," an incorporated institution, 
brought by W. C. Johns on behalf of the 
State of Illinois, upon instructions receiv- 
ed from Springfield, were concluded be- 
fore Judge Smith in thm city last evening. 
Mr Johns was the only representative of 
the state engaged in the argument, and 
those oppoung him on behalf of the de- 
fendants were Crea k Ewmg and Nelson 
.t Hundley. In tne declaration filed by 
Mr. Johns was defined the manner in 
which the association conducted its busi- 
ness Those unmarried persona becoming 
members of the association, on paying 
into the treasury one dollar at stated in- 
tervals, would, on being married, receive 
., certain sum of money, not to exceed 
«1,000, from which it will be seen the as- 
sociation was formed to encourage and 
promote marriage 
Mr Johnw held that 


the institution in its manner of doing 
business had demonstrated that it had ex- 
ceeded the rights and privileges conferred 
upon it as a corporation, and that it IB in 
effect an insurance company, and should 
be re-organized as such. 


Opposing counsel defended the busi- 


ness of the as«ociation, and cited author- 
ities in support of the arguments, which 
were exhaustive on both sides. The ar- 
guments having closed, Judge Smith 
overruled the demurrer and declared the 
association simp)} an insurance company, 
differing from a life insurance company 
only m this That it guarantee* a live 
man a certain sum of money to be paid m 
the event of hm marriage. 


The defendants' counsel prayed for and 


was granted an appeal The ca«e will 
come up before the supreme court in Jan- 
nary. Meantime the Marriage AMOCIA-

The New-York Free Trade Club In- 
dulgee in That Experience. 


American Protectionist. 


The following letter ftvm Mr. 


James Redpath, would indicate that 
the New York Fiee Trade Club is 
capable of making mistakes. 
When 


free traders are seeking recruits for 
their battalions they will do well to 
drop their shilling into the hand of 
some man who has not been investi- 
gating some economic problem in 
Ireland, and seen their theories illus- 
trated by the almost complete ruin 
of a nation: 


NEW YORK CITY, May 20, 18S2— 


Ponltney Bigelou; Ei>q.. Chin'it of 
the Membership (Jointaittce of the New 
York'free 
Trade Club: SIR—I owe 


you an explanation of the seeming 
discourtesy of failing to acknowledge 
your letter of February 1, in which 
you inform me that the "Committee 
of Membership is prepared to pre- 
sent" my "name as an honorary 
member" of your club. 
The letter 


was mifclaid and I have just recover- 
ed it. 


I respectfully decline the honor 


thus tendered me. Not only shall I 
no longer advocate the principles of 
your club, but I shall do all that I 
can to frustrate the objects of it by 
influencing public opinion in favor 
of a protective policy. 


I was a radical free-trader until 


I visited Ireland and saw the blight- 
ing effects of compulsory free trade 
there. It has ruined the manufac- 
turing interests of Ireland and made 
the whole people dependent on agri- 
culture, and, therefore, practically 
the serfs of the owners of the soil. 
What that policy has done absolutely 
in Ireland, where English free trade 
had full sway, it would do relatively 
in every country of the world. 
It 


would make us serfs of the American 
soil—for the benefit of England. For 
one, I have had quite enough of En- 
gland. 


I believe that it is good sense to 


"buy in the cheapest market and sell 
in the dearest,'' but not as this policy 
is taught by the advocates of free 
trade. 
I hold that the dearest mar- 


ket to buy in, without regard to the 
prices, is the market kept by your 
enemy, whose political and commer- 
cial interests render her desirous of 
destioying yoivr business and nation- 
ality. 
England, both political and 


manufacturing England, is our ene- 
my. 
She demonstrated her hatred 


during our civil war. Democratic 
England is friendly to us. 
Now. as 


our policy of protection, with all its 
defects of detail, tends to bring to 
our shores and incorporate with our 
people this the only element of the 
English population that is kindly 
disposed toward us—the working 
classes—and, at the same time,weak- 
ens that malignant power, official 
and trading England, that hates us 
and is our rival for the maikcts of 
the world, I hold that it is our duty 
to maintain the existing American 
system until, by the pubiic declara- 
tion of the protected interests them- 
selves, a prohibitory or protective 
tariff" is no longer demanded or nec- 
essary. 


By shutting our markets to En- 


glish goods we will also help to ruake 
it impossible for the aristocracy of 
England to keep its deadly grip 
much longer on the throat of the de- 
mocrqcy of the British islands. As 
long as trade is good in England the 
lower classes there will be content to 
submit to rnonarchial rule, and there 
by keep in power the aristocratic and 
plutocratic classes that hate America. 
Enlightened selfishness should teach 
us to suspect any policy that our en- 
emy advocates, and to sustain any 
policy that would injure her.

THE chief features of the Internal 


Revenue Taxation 
bill, which has 


passed the House and is now in the 
hands of the Finance Committee ot 
the Senate, are the abolition of the 
miscellaneous war taxes, the repeal 
of which has so long been urged on 
Congress Lorn every quarter, with- 
out success. 
These are the 2-cent 


stamp tax on all bank checks, drafts, 
orders or vouchers ; the one-half of 
1 per cent, tax on capital and depos- 
its of banks, bankers, and banking 
companies, whether under the na- 
tional backing act or otherwise; the 
stamp ta;; on articles mentioned in 
schedule A, section 3,43 7 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, including matches, 
proprietary 
medicines, perfumery, 


and the vast variety of druggist's 
articles. 
Special 
reductions 
are 


made for persons in the tobacco trade 
as follows: For dealers in leaf to- 
bacco from §25 to §12; for dealers in 
manufactured tobacco from to to 
$2.40; fcr manufacturers of tobacco 
and cigars from $10 to %C: for ped- 
dlers of tobacco, snuff and cigars, 
first cla! s, from S50 to $30; second 
class, from -825 to $13: third class, 
from $15 to $7.20; fourth class, from 
S>10 to SO, and the bill reduces the 
tax on cigars from $0 to ?_4 per 1,000. 
and on cigarettes from $1.75 to 75 
cents, and from $5 to .'i4, according 
to classification. It will be seen that 
the average reduction in the special 
taxes is about 45 per cent.; that in 
the cigar tax is one-third, and in the 
tax on cigarettes is 57 per cent. 


SENATOR VOURHEES, of Indiana, set 


an investigation on foot a few weeks 
ago that did not turn out at all as the 
"tall Sycamore of the Wabash'' an- 
ticipated it would. He introduced 
resolution instructing the committee 
on military affairs'to inquire and re 
port whether the law which provide 
for giving disabled Union soldier 
the preference in employment abou 
the Capitol had been faithfully ob 
served. The committee's report show 
that the law has been enforced by the 
house, where the Republicans are in 
the ascendency, but in the senate 
which is still under tbe jurisdiction 
of a Democratic clerk and a Demo 
cratic sergeant-ut-arms. the rule has 
not been observed .to any alarming 
extent. 
In the house the ex-Unioi 


soldiers have a monopoly of over 5( 
per cent, of the offices, but not so in 
the senate.
